Washington, Sept. 6.—Considerable 
surprise is expressed at th e news of 
the intention of Ecuador to Invade 
Colombia, as disclosed by a dispatch 
received from Calla, which Is 
the 
most im portant of the cities of the 
s departm ent of Cauca, bordering on 
Ecuador. 
The dispatch states that 
■ Ecuador had intervened as against 
i Colombia with an army well equipped 
and with vessels of war. 
Under these 
j circum stances it will be necessary to 
meet the move of Ecuador by having 
the American war vessels in Pacific 
w aters amir 
the 
Colombian-Ecuadcr 
frontier. 
Senor Plaza, the new president of 
the latter country, who has just as­ 
sumed office, heretofore has given evi­ 
dence of his intention 
to 
observe 
strict neutrality 
between 
Colombia 
and Venezuela in their pending diffi­ 
culties. 
The impression prevails that 
the invading force is under the direc­ 
tion of the intervening party in Ecua­ 
dor, which probably has a force of 
men near the border line and is ta k ­ 
ing an early opportunity to act before 
the new president can successfully in­ 
terfere. 
The real objective point Is 
believed to be Panam a where the In­ 
vaders may assist the Colombian rev­ 
olutionists and those who may be 
brought from Nicaragua. 
Reliance is 
placed, however, by the 
Colombian 
officials on the presence of United 
States man-of-war at Panam a to pre­ 
vent any attack on the place.

WILL INVADE COLOMBIA. 
Ecuador Intervents With sn Army 
and War Vssssis. 
Washington, Sept. 
Considerable 
surprise is expressed st the news of 
tho intention of Ecuador to Invade 
Colombia, as disclosed by a dispatch 
received from Calls, which is the 
most important of the cities of tho 
department of Csuca, bordering oo 
Ecuador. The dispatch states that 
Ecuador had intervened as against 
Colombia with an army well equipped 
and vffftb vessels of war. Under these 
circumstances it will he necessary to 
meet the move of Ecuador by having 
the American war vessels In Pacific 
waters near the Coiumbim-Ecuador 
frontier. 
fie nor Plata, the new president of 
the latter country, who has just as­ 
sumed office, heretofore has given evi­ 
dence of hie intention to observe 
strict neutrality between Colombia 
and Wneaneta in their pending diffi­ 
culties. The Impression prevails that 
the invading force ia under the direc­ 
tion of the intervening party in Ecua­ 
dor. which probably baa a force of 
men near the border llBe and is tak­ 
ing on early opportunity to act before 
the new president can successfully In­ 
terfere. The real objective point Is 
believed to he Panama whore the In­ 
vaders may assist the Colombian rev­ 
olutionists and those who may he 
brought from Nicaragua. Reliance ts 
placed. however, by the Coiomtffan 
officials on the presence of United 
States RMo-of-war at Panama to pre­ 
vent any attack on the place. The 
battleship Iowa Is exported at Panama 
in a day or two, and. with the Ranger 
now there, will be able to load a con­ 
siderable force of marinee should maIs 
he necessary to prevent attach.
